HILAND. Wyo. (UPI) — Betty Evenson decided to to call 
it quits the last time she was held up at gunpoint. She sold her 
tiny town of Hiland, packed up and moved out, ending 50 
years of happiness and ham sandwiches. 


“ I wasn’t so angry at him stealing my money, but more for 
taking away my secure feeling living at Hiland.” said Mrs. 
Evenson, who moved to (’asper, Wyo., where she is writing 
her memoirs. “ He kicked the front door in. forced me to open 
my safe, and locked me in the bathroom all night I couldn’t 
get out until the mailman cam e the next morning.” 
Hiland now belongs to Carla Stedm an and her husband. 
Bob. They stopped in last September for a pack of cigarettes 
and wound up buying the town. 
“ We did it on the spur of the moment and I still wonder 
why I’m here,” Mrs. Steelman said. “ It all happened so 
fast.” 
Hiland iies on the windswept prairie 60 miles west of 
Casper. Mrs. Evensong father founded the tiny hamlet a 
half-century ago, and she has been running it since then. She 
said it was never lonely, but it was getting a little tough to 
keep up the place. 
“ To tell you the truth I was a little scared the last time I 
was held up,” she said. Mrs. Evenson was burglarized twice 
and held up by a gunman once before, but until her husband 
died and she ran the town alone, it never bothered her. 
“ It broke my heart to give it up, but it just got too hard, 
she said. One of Hiland’s main attractions was Mrs. Even­ 
song widely acclaimed ham sandwiches. Truck drivers, 
sheepmen and ranchers would go out of their way just to stop 
in for her specialty. 
“ It was really the kind of sandwich you’d make for 
yourself aLhom e,” she said. “ I had children of the children 
of people who had come by for my sandwiches still coming 
in.” 
The Steel mans are keeping up the tradition, since Mrs. 
Evenson threw in the recipe for the ham sandw iches with the 
town. The family is planning to make Hiland into a favorite 
spot for hunters, and maybe even a sum m er vacation spot. 
“ I doubt this will become any sort of vacation mecca for 
mid Wyoming,” Mrs. Steelman said. “ It won’t be the kind of 
place where a girl would want to spend her honeymoon, 
especially in the winter, but it might be the rage in July. 
The Steelmans moved into Hiland from Armintor eight 
miles away. They’re just settling into their new town, but 
already are fond of it. 
“ I love it,” Mrs. Steelman said. “We’ve got a post office, 
bus station, store, service station, motel and a b ar.” 
One thing the town does need is another sign oui front. The 
old one puts the population at IO, but it really is six, counting 
the Steelmans’ three children and an occasional grandchild 
that drops in from time to time. 
“ I guess they don’t have any signs that say any less than 
‘population IO’ anywhere in the state,” Mrs. Steelman said.

Keep Hearth Open 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
T h e 
E n v i r o n m e n t a l 
Protecton Agency has urged 
U.S. Steel Corp. to keep one 
of its open hearth furnaces at 
Gary, Ind., open, saying the 
planned shutdown — to avoid 
a $2.300-a-day pollution fine 
—would put 2.500 people out 
of work. 
The agency said it w as not 
accusing the company of bad 
faith in its decision to close 
the 
furnace 
down 
rather 
than pay a pollution fine, but 
officials said there was at 
least a suspicion that the 
environmental 
question 
is 
being used as an excuse to do 


something it wants to do 
anyway. 
“ I am shocked by U.S. 
Steel’s decision to put as 
many as 2,500 employes out 
of work rather than pay a 
daily $2,300 fine,” said EPA 
a d m in is tra to r Russell E. 
Train. “ I urge the company 
to reconsider this decision. 
Our intention is to clean up, 
not close down this facility.” 
U.S. Steel 
announced a 
week ago it would close down 
one of its last open hearth 
operations rather than pay 
the fine imposed by a federal 
judge. 
The 
company 
has 
been phasing out the fur­ 


naces over the past 
few 
years and had sought a third 
straight six-month extension 
for the Gary furnaces. 
D eputy 
E P A 
a d ­ 
ministrator, John R. Quarles 
Jr., told a news conference. 
“ We are not going to roll 
over and 
play 
dead 
the 
moment a company says it’s 
going to shut down a facility 
irrespective of the merits of 
the environmental controls 
that have been ordered ” 
He acknowledged that U S. 
Steel had the right to make 
the shutdown, but he said the 
public deserved 
a 
better 
explanation.
